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THE “ LAST MAN” 
Charles M. Lockwood, the lone survivor of Min­ 
nesota’s Last Man club, was borne to his final 
resting place a few day s ago. His death marked 
the ex tinction of the members of Company B, 1st 
Minnesota volunteer infantry that answered the 
first call for volunteers under the command of 
President Lincoln. This company took part in 
the first battle of Bull Run and served commend­ 
ably in many notable encounters in the war. 
Twenty y ears after the Close of the war, the 
members of the company held a reunion at which 
time the Last Man club was formed. Thirty -four 
members were present at this reunion. A bottle 
of Bergundy wine was procured and set aside for 
a toast to the last man and for the last man to 
use as a toast for his comrades. As the y ears 
wore on, the number of empty , draped chairs in­ 
creased until in 1927 only three survivors were 
left. Another was gone in 1929 and another in 
1930. On the annual meeting date. July 21 of that 
same y ear, Lockwood attended the last dinner 
— the last man of the Last Man club, surrounded 
by thirty -three empty chairs. He drank the toast 
to his absent partners as was prearranged ac­ 
cording to the spirit of the group who had so 
joy ously celebrated many y ears before. 
The bottle of Bergundy was preserved and re­ 
placed in its rosewood case along with the rec­ 
ords of the regiment and delivered to the library 
at Stillwater, Minnesota. 
With his comrades gone on before him, the lone 
survivor carried on for the remainder of his 
y ears and now he is gone to his reward. The 
y ears are slowly but surely taking their toll of 
the men of the blue and the gray of times when 
brothers in kind were angered with each other 
and fought, but which differences have long been 
forgotten now. Before many more y ears have 
passed, somewhere, the last man of entire hosts 
of that day gone by . may have the privilege of 
drinking a toast to all the other survivors and 
then joining them soon in the legions of a far 
greater regiment from whose bourne no traveler 
returns. 


LOOK AT THE RECORD 
There is one way of proving whether the pow­ 
er industry has done a good job on behalf of the 


American people — or whether, as its opponents 
claim, it has failed in its duty of providing the 
best possible service at the lowest possible cost. 
That way , as Al Smith would say , “ Is to look 
at the record.” A fact is a fact — and all the 
rhetoric in the world can’t make it into any thing 
else. 
In 18 8 2, at the beginning of the light and pow­ 
er industry , only a handful of homes had elec­ 
tric service, and it cost them, on the average, 25 
cents per kilowatt-hour. This rate gradually de­ 
clined, and uses multiplied until, just before the 
war, the cost was 8 .7 cents per kiowatt-hour. In 
1928 , at the height of the boom, when labor and 
material costs were at record levels, the rate was 
6.3. The depression brought a decline in the use 
of power, which naturally caused an increase in 
the industry ’s unit cost of doing business — but 
increased efficincy and economy offset this, and 
in 1934 the rate was but 5.3 cents per kilowatt- 
hour. 
It is an important fact that the rate has shown 
a steady decrease — that the average cost of 
power has never, with but one or two ex ceptions, 
been higher in one y ear than in the preceding 
y ear. 
The rate has gone down whether times 
were good or bad, whether the country was flush 
as in 1929, or crimped as in 1907, whether house­ 
hold use of power increased or decreased. And 
in later y ears, especially , the rate has been cut 
in the face of great and menacing increases in 
the tax es, regular and special, paid by the in­ 
dustry . 
There is the record. 
It is the best possible 
answer to the charge that the power industry 
has ex tored the American people.
